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WANTS MORE PROTECTION. 
THOSE GOLD NOTES. 


They Will Re Declared Void Because 
Agaiust Public Policy. 


The goldbug press and speakers 
have endeavored to make votes for 
M cK in ley by asserting that, in case 
free coinage is renewed, the farmers 
and others who have signed gold 
notes will have to buy gold at a 
premium with which to pay them. 
This argument has been used time 
and again and has frightened timid 
persons. 
The D e m o c r a t is more 
than glad to be able to furnish the 
following 
indisputable 
republican 
authority to show that these gold 
notes will bother no one, in fact 
that they will be declared void by 
the courts: 


CONGRESSMAN HALL. 
From Sedalia Capital July 24th, 1 S<>5. 
Hon. I . S. 
Hall has written a 
letter to his constituents. 
H e de­ 
clares himself the friend of silver 
and at the same time opposes pro­ 
posed legislation 
for several rea­ 
sons. 
Am ong others, he says: 


•‘Every note, mortgage and deed of trust 
which is now in existence for the payment 
of ‘dollars’ will be collected or foreclosed 
immediately upon their becoming due, or 
renewed only on condition of the debtor 
agreeing to pay in ‘gold dollars, ’ when his 
ability to pay in ‘gold’ will be destroyed by 
the very law he has asked passed; this will 
produce further contraction. ” 
When silver is remonetized and 
made a legal tender in all amounts, 
for all debts, it will be constitutional 
money. 
And Mr. 
Hall ought 
to 
know that any contract thus made, 
to be paid only in gold, would be 
declared in any 
honest 
court 
as 
void, because against public policy. 
All such arguments 
as 
Mr. 
Hall 
uses are made simply 
to frighten 
the people who don’t know any bet­ 
ter. 
Mr. Hall knows betteror he is 
not fit to go to congress.

results he predicts can never h ap ­ 
pen when silver is restored to its 
condition prior to 1873.

He Quotes Fr om the Utter ances 
of Lincoln and Tilden. 


H E TELLS SOLEMN TRUTHS. 


The Platfor ms of 1 8 8 6 
and 1 8 6 0 
Com­ 
par ed— Why He Is Now Called 
An Anar chist. 


The following extr acts ar e fr om 
the addr ess 
r ecently deliver ed to 
the people of Br ooklyn by William 
Jennings Br yan and 
they 
appeal 
alike to the patr iotism 
of r epubli­ 
cans and democr ats: 
“ 
We have commenced a war far e 
against the 
gold 
standar d which 
will not cease until victor y is won. 
Befor e addr essing 
myself 
to 
the 
money question I wish to say som e­ 
thing in r egar d to the planks of our 
platfor m which have been assailed 
by the enemy. 
I 
only 
speak of 
of them because per sons high in 
the r epublican par ty have called at­ 
tention to 
them, 
and 
sought to 
twist them into meanings not in­ 
tended to be given them and an in­ 
ter pr etation which 
they will 
not 
bear . 
Let me r ead 
to 
you 
the 
plank 
of 
the 
C hicago 
platfor m 
against which so much abuse has 
been leveled: 
‘We denounce ar bi­ 
tr ar y inter fer ence 
by 
feder al au ­ 
thor ities in local affair s as a viola­ 
tion of the constitution of the U n i­ 
ted 
States 
(applause), 
and 
as a 
cr ime 
against 
fr ee 
institutions.’ 
This is the par t which they say is 
bad. 
When did that become bad? 


“ 
Let me r ead a plank of another 


platfor m and see how this plank 
which I am about to r ead compar es 
with the one which I have r ead: 


‘That the maintenance inviolate of 
the r ights of the state, and especial­ 
ly the r ight of each state to or der 
and contr ol its own domestic insti 
tutions accor ding to its own ju d g­ 
ment, exclusively, is essential to the 
balance of power upon which the 
oper ation 
and 
endur ance 
of our 
political 
fabr ic 
depend, 
and 
we 
denounce the lawless invasion by 
ar med for ce of the soil of any state 
or ter r itor y, no matter under what 
pr etext, as among the gr eatest of 
cr im es.’ 
(Applause.) Do you know 
fr om what platfor m that plank 
is 
taken? 
(A voice, ‘Fr om Abr aham 
L incoln’s.’) 
Yes, 
fr om Abr aham 
Lin coln ’s. 
(Applause, 
loud 
and 
long.) 
That is a plank in the plat­ 
for m of the 
r epublican par ty of 
i860, 
and when you compar e our 
plank with that you will find our s is 
mild in language compar ed to this 
one. (Applause.) Abr aham Lincoln 
r an for pr esident on that platfor m. 
H e was elected pr esident on that 
platfor m. 
(Cr ies of ‘So will you 
b e!’ 
Cr ies of T hope so!’) 
“ 
And in his inaugur al addr ess he 
quoted that plank in full and r eiter ­ 
ated it with his appr oval. 
(Cr ies of 
‘So will you !’) 
“ 
Now, my fr iends, 
if our plat­ 
for m is wr ong I want these r epub­ 
licans to r epudiate Abr aham L in ­ 
coln. 
(Applause.) 
Because if you 
take Abr aham Lincoln fr om the r e ­ 
publican par ty you have taken fr om 
it its 
most 
sacr ed 
memor y, 
my 
fr iends. 
(Applause 
and 
cr ies 
of 
‘Ther e will be nothing left.’) 
“ 
Now let me call your attention 
to * another 
thing which 
is 
com 
plained of. 
T hey say we cr iticise 
the supr eme cour t. 
Let me r ead 
you what we say on the subject: 
Mr . Br yan then r ead the plank 
of the Chicago platfor m in r egar d 
to the income tax decision. 
“ 
I 
call 
attention 
to 
the 
fact 
that the cour t 
over r uled the d e­ 
cisions of 100 year s. 
It is a fact. 
H av e we not a r ight to mention a 
fact? 
We 
declar e 
that 
congr ess 
ought 
to 
use 
all 
constitutional 
poper s which 
r emain. 
Will they 
insist that, 
having taken par t, we 
dar e not use what they left? 
We 
demand 
that 
congr ess 
shall 
use 
such power s ar may come fr om the 
r ever sal by the 
cour t as it may 
her eafter be constituted. 
Has no 
cour t her eafter a r ight to r ever se 
the decision of this cour t? 
If not, 
then what r ight had this cour t to 
r ever se the cour ts of 
100 year s b e­ 
for e 
it? 
This 
cour t 
changes 
fr om 
time 
to 
time; 
judges 
die 
or 
r esign 
and 
new 
judges 
take their places. 
Is it not possi­ 
ble, my fr iends, that futur e judges 
m ay adher e to the pr ecedents of 
100 
year s instead of adher ing to a d e­ 
cision r ender ed by a major ity of 
one, 
and 
that 
one 
changed 
his 
mind? 
(Loud applause.) 
When did 
o ur opponents find that a decision 
of the supr eme cour t was so sacr ed? 
Why , this decision would not have 
been r ender ed but for the fact that 
the men who ha d to pay the income 
ta x a tta cked 
the decisio n of the su­ 
preme co urt a nd a sked this co urt to 


over tur n a for mer decision. 
( A p ­ 
plause.) 
Ever y time a lawyer goes 
into cour t and asks for a r ever sal 
of the decision of the cour t— and it 
is not an infr equent thing— ever y 
time a lawyer does it he attacks the 
cor r ectness of the decision which 
he desir es to have r ever sed. 
“ 
Let me r ead you what the r e­ 
publican platfor m said about decis­ 
ions of the supr eme cour t in i860: 
‘That we condemn the r ecent r e­ 
opening of the Afr ican slave tr ade 
under the cover of our national flag, 
aided 
by 
per ver sions of 
judicial 
power .’ 
That is what that platfor m 
said. 
It declar ed that the decision 
of the cour t was a per ver sion of judi­ 
cial power . 
Ther e is no language in 
our platfor m that is as har sh on the 
supr eme cour t as that 
r epublican 
platfor m. 
And they call upon con­ 
gr ess 
in 
that 
platfor m 
to 
take 
pr ompt and efficient measur es for 
the total and final suppr ession of 
that 
execr able tr affic. 
My fr iends, 
on these two questions, 
wher e we 
ar e assailed by the r epublicans to­ 
day, we have not taken as emphatic 
a stand as the r epublican par ty took 
in the fir st platfor m upon which it 
elected a pr esident of the United 
States. 
“ 
Let me r ead you what Abr aham 
Lincoln 
said 
about 
the supr eme 
cour t. 
This is fr om his inaugur al 
addr ess. 
This 
is 
not 
the par ty 
platfor m, my fr iends. 
This is not 
an extr act fr om a public speech ut­ 
ter ed upon the spur of the moment. 
I r ead you fr om a state paper , fr om 
the inaugur al addr ess of A b r a h a m 
Lincoln: 
‘I do not for get the p o s i­ 
tion assumed by some, that con sti­ 
tutional questions ar e to be decided 
by the supr eme cour t, nor do I d e ­ 
ny that 
such 
decisions 
must be 
binding in any case upon the par ties 
to the suit as to the object of that 
suit, wlr .le they ar e also entitled to 
a ver y high r espect and 
con sid er a­ 
tion in all par allel cases by all other 
depar tm ents of the g o ver n m en t.’ 
I 
quote again: 
‘A t the same time the 
candid citizen 
must 
confess that 
if the policy of the gover nm ent u p ­ 
on 
vital 
questions 
affecting 
the 
whole people is to 
be ir r evo cably 
fixed by the decisions of the su­ 
pr eme cour t the instant they ar e 
made in or dinar y litigation between 
par ties in per sonal actiOD, the p e o ­ 
ple will have ceased to be their own 
r uler s, h avin g to that extent p r a c ­ 
tically r esigned 
their 
gover nm ent 
into the hands of that eminent tr i­ 
bu n a l.’ 
(A p plau se.) 
“ 
Mr . Lincoln says that when it is 
asser ted that the supr eme cour t has 
a r ight to deter mine the policy of 
the gover nment on gr eat questions, 
then we have r esigned our gover n­ 
ment into the hands of the supr eme 
cour t. 
(Applause.) 
Our platfor m 
is not as har sh as the language of 
Abr aham 
Lincoln. 
We 
do 
not 
cr iticise the cour t as he cr iticised 
it, and when he utter ed those wor ds 
he was standing as a co-or dinate 
par t of the gover nment of the U n i ­ 
ted States. 
I quote these author i­ 
ties, my fr iends, in or der that you 
may see how far fetched is the cr it­ 
icism that is leveled against -us. 
I 
quote these in or der that you may 
see that the ver y men who use the 
cr iticism against us must, in or der 
to do so, 
abandon the r epublican 
platfor m upon which Lincoln was 
elected. 
“ 
But 
I must apologize for quot­ 
ing Abr aham Lincoln as a r epubli­ 
can author ity. 
(Applause.) 
A b r a ­ 
ham Lincoln is no longer a r epub­ 
lican author ity. 
Abr aham Lincoln 
believed in gover nment by the peo­ 
ple, of the people and for the peo­ 
ple, 
and that is not r epublican in 
this campaign. 
“ 
Now our opponents say we ar e 
opposed to the enfor cement of law. 
I deny it. 
I stand as the candidate 
of thr ee par ties. 
I do not speak of 
myself, 
as an individual, 
because 
the individual is lost in a campaign 
of this char acter . 
But, my fr iends, 
I want to say to you that the fear 
that is expr essed is not a fear that 
if elected I will not enfor ce the law. 
I have said befor e, and I say again, 
that if by the suffr ages of my coun­ 
tr ymen I am placed in that position 
which is the highest position within 
the gift of the people of the wor ld, 
ever y law shall be enfor ced against 
the 
gr eat as 
well as against the 
small. 
(Long applause.) 
It is not 
a fear of lawlessness, my fr iends. 
Think of men who have tr ansgr essed 
being afr aid that ther e will be a la?: 
enfor cement of the law. 
Think of 
men 
who have consider ed them­ 
selves gr eater than the gover nment, 
who wer e afr aid that the gover n­ 
ment will not be gr eat enough. 
“ 
I know why these men ar e afr aid 
to have the Chicago ticket elected. 
It is because these 
gr eat 
tr usts 
these gr eat cor por ations, these gr eat 
combinations, 
this 
aggr egated 
wealth is enjoying unjust pr ivileges. 
(Tr emendous applause.) 
“ 
They know that the attor ney 
gener al whom I 
will 
appoint, 
if 
elected, will not stand ther e to d e ­ 
fend the gr eat cor por ations when he 
o ug ht to enfor ce the law. 
(Gr eat 
a ppla uje.) They r emind me of the 
ma n in co urt, the pr isoner , who 
seemed unea sy a nd the judge as­ 
sured bim tha t he need not wor r y, 
tha t he wo uld g et justice in that 


cour t, and he said: ‘Gr eat heavens, 
judge, that is what I am afr aid of.’ 
(Laughter .) They say we ar e tr ying 
to destr oy our institutions. 
Let me 
r ead you the language of one whose 
name I honor : 
‘Assiduous effor ts 
ar e making to 
ter r ify^ the public 
mind with 
appr ehension of social 
disor der . 
They r epr esent the gr eat 
measur e of r efor m which is now 
pr esented to you 
as disor ganized | 
and stigmatize its suppor ter s as de- 
j 
str uctive and agr ar ian. 
We 
who 
now addr ess you have been the o b ­ 
jects 
of 
these 
imputations. 
We 
pause, ther efor e, 
for a moment to 
deny them. 
We enter tain no senti­ 
ments adver se to social or der ; we 
seek not to destr oy but to pr eser ve 
in their pur ity the institutions of 
our countr y.’ 
Whose language is 
that? 
It is the language of Samuel 
J. Tilden, 
used in an addr ess to 
far mer s, 
mechanics 
and 
wor king­ 
men. 
“ 
Then they accused the r efor mer s 
of being distur ber s of the peace,and 
they asser ted then, 
as we do now, 
that we have come to save the g o v ­ 
er nment 
which 
we 
love. 
(Gr eat 
applause.) 
They had just such a 
contest then as we have now. 
“ 
Let me r ead you again fr om the 
same speech of Tilden, 
‘A power ­ 
ful money cor por ation engaged in a 
death str uggle with the gover nment 
to which it owes its existence as­ 
sailed 
the 
pur ity 
of 
our 
pr ess. 
(They have not for gotten how to 
do it yet), the fidelity of our r epr e­ 
sentatives and the fr eedom of our 
elections and, by the contr ol of the 
cur r ency 
spr ead 
far 
and 
wide 
dismay, miser y and r uin, in or der 
to extor t a r enewal of its pr ivileges 
and 
power 
fr om 
the 
fear s 
and 
necessities of the community. 
The 
patr iotic fir mness of a vir tuous peo­ 
ple pr evailed in that str uggle, but 
the signs of the time? admonish us 
that we ar e now about to r enew the 
same contest. 
The gr eat com bina­ 
tion of political for ces and moneyed 
inter ests is again in the field to con­ 
tr ol the r etur ns, to change the a d ­ 
ministr ation of gover nment and r e­ 
establish the supr emacy of a gr eat 
moneyed cor por ation over the cur -; 
r ency and business of a countr y.’ 
“ 
My fr iends, if he lived today he 
could not have descr ibed the o p p o ­ 
sition to fr ee coinage of silver in 
mor e accur ate ter ms than he de- 
scr ibed the opposition in that day 
of moueyed inter ests. 
He said by 
their contr ol over the cur r ency they 
spr ead far and wide dismay, miser y 
and r uin, in or der to extor t a r e­ 
newal of 
power s 
and 
pr ivileges, 
which it then 
enjoyed, 
fr om 
the 
fear s and necessities of the c o m ­ 
munity. 
That same money power 
exists today, and it is doing the 
same wor k today that it did then, 
and business men ar e ter r ified. Men 
who owe money ar e thr eatened with 
bankr uptcy unless they sell their 
citizenship. 
(Gr eat applause.) 
If 
a banker dar es have an opinion of 
his own he is menaced with 
r uin, 
and half of the New Yor k banks 
who ter r ify 
and 
intimidate 
their 
countr y cor r espondents stand with 
the gr eat London banks which have 
padlocks on the safes of the New 
Yor k banks. 
Tilden said the patr i­ 
otic fir mness of a vir tuous people 
pr evailed in that str uggle. 
I believe 
the 
patr iotism 
and fir mness of a 
patr iotic people will pr evail in this 
str uggle. 
(Loud applause.) 
“ 
T o think other wise would be to 
despair of a gover nment like this. 
My fr iends, wr e cannot have a fr ee 
gover nment unless the people ar e 
fr ee to act. 
If the people have to 
obtain consent fr om a few people 
befor e they can act, then their a c ­ 
tion will have the same effect as 
that of a few people, 
and we will 
have a democr acy mer ely in for m. 
We should have a plutocr acy in ef­ 
fect, 
which is the wor st for m of 
gover nment. 
“ 
I have r ead 
these extr acts to 
you, my fr iends, to show you that 
in this day we ar e assailed by the 
same 
people 
who 
«assailed those 
who wer e str iving to make the g o v ­ 
er nment better in those days; who 
sought to lighten the bur dens upon 
the backs of the people and give 
them a lar ger shar e in the contr ol 
of the gover nment under which they 
lived. 
This is histor y r epeating it­ 
self, 
and, 
my fr iends, 
we should 
not be discour aged by these things. 
“ 
Let me r ead another extr act: 
‘Banded together by the same unity 
of inter ests, ar r ayed 111 an or ganized 
mass, 
which 
acts 
and 
oper ates 
thr ough all the r amifications of so­ 
ciety, cr eating monopoly 
and per ­ 
petuities and binding to them polit­ 
ical power and establishing an ar is­ 
tocr acy mor e potent, mor e per ma­ 
nent and mor e oppr essive than any 
other which has ever existed— such 
is the dynasty of associated and 
pr ivileged wealth which is the r uling 
power at pr esent in near ly ever y 
civilized 
nation.’ 
Those 
ar e

LOYALIST LOSSES. 


The 
Bill 
Pa s s e d in 
Pa rlia m e nt for 
Re lie f of Colonia l Torie s . 
In 17 8 3 a bill went rapidly through 
parliament appointing a commission 
to investigate into the losses of the 
loyalists. 
The sufferers were scat­ 
tered all over the United States and 
the British possessions, while many7 
of them were lying in English pris­ 
ons for debts which they had no 
means of discharging. 
Many7 years 
had passed away since the majority 
had been driven from their homes, 
and the difficulties of inquiry and 
assessment of 
loss were immense. 
It will be sufficient to say that the 
commission took seven years to com­ 
plete its task. 
Of course, only a 
small minority of the loyalists were 
so situated as to be able to present 
and prove their claims, for the ob­ 
vious openings for fraud were so 
great that the proceeding had to be 
of a most thorough and sometimes 
even offensive description. 
A11 av­ 
erage of about 4 0 per cent, of the 
value of the loss on proven claims 
was paid. 
Confiscated estates were 
only the least difficult of these as­ 
sets to deal with. 
A mass of old <1 Uts were due by 
individual Americans to the refu­ 
gees, and these were often impos­ 
sible of legal proof, for the debtor 
who had repudiated his private ob­ 
ligation, either with the open or 
tacit sanction of his government, 
would be in 110 hurry to assist 111 
proclaiming 
himself a 
defaulter. 
Nearly four millions sterling in all 
was paid as compensation, represent­ 
ing about 
ten millions 
actually 
proved in court as lost. 
There is 
not the slightest doubt, however, 
that even this latter figure was but 
a fraction of the total loss incurred. 
—Macmillan’s Magazine.
